#—I beg you to observe, that in the chap- 


ter from which the passage is taken, which 


how eccupies our attention, the subject is by 


no nieans the union of infants with the a 
ple of God. The new faith which the roe 
rinthians had recently embraced, 
with it hew duties, and destroyed did Ones. 
There existed then, as there does indeed 
now, on the promulgation of the Gospel, a 
conflict of duties ; but these were to them 
ENfiray hew to them. ‘There is to be ne 
éommunion between believers and unbe- 
lievers,” said they to Christians : be that 
leaves not for my sake, wife and children, 
and houses, and his o:vn life also, is not wor- 
thy of me.” These thoughts occupied the 
minds of the faithful, and caused them to 
apply to Paul (this is no supposition on my 
part, see 1 Cor. vii. 1.) on the subject of 
marriage. ‘They ask him, if a believing 
husband ought to leave his unbelieving wife, 
and vice versa : that is clearly the subject: 
they feared lest an union with one who was 
unbelieving, was wrong. ‘The great varie- 
ty of-duties that united man and wife, ce- 
mented as they should be by love, produced 
so terrible a conflict with the walk pre- 
scribed to Christians, that a woman obliged 
to obey her husband in a thousand sinful 
practices, miglit, at least, question these 
duties uader this new order of things. And 
on the same ground, a believing husband 
had the same feelings with respect to his 
unbelieving wife. 

Aug—Addressing Jolin. That .is just 
like you with your Turkish wife. I know, 
for my part, that if I were a woman, and 
this lurk should come to pay his addresses 
to ne and say, God is God, and Mahom- 
med is his prophet.

Paul, however, settles the point—Let not 
the wife depart from her husband—let not 
the husband put away his wife, (verse 10 
and 11.) for the unbelieving husband is sanc- 
tified by the wift, and the unbelieving wife 
is sanctified by the husband, (verse 14.) 
Therefore I would ask, (1 say not every 
one, for some are unjust judges, ) but I would 
ask enlightened and unprejudiced judges: 
Dees the sabject here discussed, refer, in 
ahy measuré, te the union of either of the 
married copie, as such, with the kmgdom 
vf God? ov is it not rather a question solely 
relative, whether considéred in iteelf, or 
the context, to the union of the husband 
with the wife? Is not the question one be- 
tween husbands and wives? In other worcls, 
is not this evidently the question—Is the 
union sanctified ‘or Uhsanctified ? 

I readily grant that it is not here a ques- 
tion in law, on the degitimacy of marriage, 
as is often said; for want of spirituality of 
mind, but rather a mora/ question. on that 
subject. 

Mery.—I understand you again, Sir, and 
Iam ashanied of the impatience and ig 
norance which I have hitherto shown, ia 
things I did not understand. I shall be 
very glad to hear you again on other parts 
of this question ; but I acknowledge that 
you have already removed the strongest 
props to my former opinion. 

-—Having come to this conclusion, the 
application is very easy. The apostle, 
speaking on two subjects thus intimately 
connected, as is the reciprocal relationship 
of parents and Children, he could not make 
use of thé samie word in the same sentence 
in two different senses, and as the word is 
here applied to the moral purity of the anion 
of the married couple, it must also apply 
tothe moral purity of the birth of their 
children. * If. your union was unsanctified, 
your children. would be unsanctified, but 
now are they sanctified ;” they are born of 
a union which the holiness of God does not 
reprove. 

I have already told you the rest ; though 
some may dispute this explanation, and ad- 


vance another, yet 1 think a more satisfac- 
tory One cannot be given, or one more just 
and natural; that which remains for us now 


is, to sum up the whole (at least according 
to the above statement,) in these words. 
Children born: of believing frarents are not 
more, nor otherwise sanctified, and have no 
more right io bafitism, than a heathen who 
ia filaced in a ie ba with the church © 
Christ, ds outwardly favourable; that-is 
to say, then, they have no right at all to it. 
This does not imply, that Christian chil- 
dren have not many advantages above those 
of the heathen. Lam well convinced they 
have, and that they are immense ; but I say 
that these advantages consist in the fayour- 
able circumstances im which they are placed, 
and that they ar= by no meaas inward and 
divectly applied to the soul. They hear of 


the Saviour of mankind, they have the Bi- 


ble, they receive, when their parents are 
faithful, continual» directions in the. way of 
truth and life... And how shall the 


poor heathen believe who never hear the 


Gospel? These are evidently the advan-

While the clergy, who were 
wont to figare in such pomp and splendor 
in their religious ceremonies, are crest fal- 
len, have lost mach of their influence, and 
the “ Host” passes along almost unheeded, 
as well here as in every part of the country 
which I have visited. Aitmost every thing 
€0-operates to produce a religious revolu- 
tion in this Country, at no very distant pe- 
riod, which may work a highly beneficial 
influence on thé character and morais of 
its inhabitants; a spirit of inquiry has gone 
forth, the translations of the Bible which 
have been distributed among them, are, 
notwithstanding the opposition of the clergy, 
sought after and read with avidity. Step- 
ticism at.d deisti€al opinions prevail mach 


‘| among these who have read Volney’s Ruins, 


and works of the samé tendency, which have 
been translated into Spanish, and are miore 
frequeftly met with than almost any other 
class of books. ‘Toleration of all religious 
dom of inquiry will produce important 
changes in public sentiment. To retarn 
from digression, the population of Lima has 
diminished, owing to emigration, Sangtinary 
battles, and the disorder incident to a revo- 
lation, nearly one-fourth, and does mot. ex- 
ceed 45,000 souls... You may rest assured 
that they retain all their vices, and that so 
far, the revolution has not been favourable 
to morals or the encouragement of virtue. 
It has, howeveryexhibited instances of great 
fortitude and patrivtism, and indasery ap- 
pears to revive, as the certamty of inde- 
pendence becomes more vbvious. uca~ 
tion begins to be attended to, and it is 
pleasing, when passing along the streets, to 
observe more frequently, groups of chil- 
dren returning from their schools; their 
satchels, however, are not overburdened 
with books, and in that respect they are 
wofully deficient.

Crod. “ 
of the Philadelphia Baptist Mission Society, 
The chief object of this Society, as you are 
alreacy apprized, is the spread of the Gos- 
pel throughout our own State. Pleasing 
reports were received from the several 
brethren who had been appointed to labou 
for a month or two each ; and like appoint- 
ments were made for the ensuing year. It 
was resolved, moreover, to employ an agent, 
who should go through the State, visit the 
churches and Associations, stir up the minds 
of the brethren to unite in efforts for the 
spread of the Gospel, and form auxiliary 
societies wherever he should find it practi- 
cable. 

On the evening of the same day, pur- 
suant to a recommendation contained in a 
publication that appeared in the Columbian 
Star of October 1, a meeting was held, to 
combine, in some degree, the several small 
societies which exist in this city and its vi- 
cinity, auxiliary to the General Convention, 
and to premote the formation of other soci- 
eties for the same object. The meeting 
was interesting. Some addresses were de- 
livered, very suitable to the occasion, and 
other appropriate religious services were per- 
formed. After these, delegates appeared 
from the scveral existing missionary soci- 
eties; the meeting was organized ; and the 
constitution proposed in the Columbian Star 
of October Ist, was adopted, after some 
amendments. ‘The name of the Society is, 
«Pie Pennsylvania Baptist Missionary So- 
ciety.” It. was resolved to publish the mi- 
nutes of the meeting, accompanied with a 
suitable address, and to distribute them 
through the State by means‘of the Agent 
of the Philadelphia Baptist Mission Society, 
or by any other means that may be ob- 
talued.

The services 
which we are required to render to our 
Maker on His own holy day, must engage 
our thoughts and feelings to the exclusion of 
every other subject. [lis requisitions ex- 
tend to the hearts of his people, and they 
must lay aside the petty interests of this life 
while engaged with the awful considerations 
of eteruity. ‘Che Sabbath dees not properly 
belong to this lite—t is the day on which 
the care-sbaken soul of manu is invited to 
renew its hold on heaven. It should be 
spent in unbroken holiness and stillness of 
reflection, and the turmoil of other days 
should be remeinbered no more. If this por- 
tion of our time was scrupulously set apart 
for the exercises of religion, we should find 
it easier to keep alive a devotional spirit 
durin the tumults mseparable from our 
weekiy occupations. It is difficult to main- 
tain a pious trame of mind amidst the dis- 
turbance of woridly emotions ; but this dis- 
cipline of the heart is essential to our spirit- 
wal welfare, and 4 proper observance of the 
Sabbath will aid us preatly in its atiainment, 

Among many prolessing Christians, the 
habit of paying visiis on the day of rest, is 
most perniciously indulged. “Chey think 
themsclves absolved from further duty, 
when they have jomed in the excTcises of 
the sanctuary. ‘Lheir persons have been 
carefully decorated to assist in the ceremo- 
nial of rcligious worship, and the same pre- 
paration will suilice for other observances of 
ceremony. ‘They glide with pliant spirits 
from the formal rites of the temple, to the 
less irksome requisitions of the social circle. 
Some slight pretext is perhaps assigned for 
an apparent departure from customary re- 
Strictions. It 1s not, they say, the usual 
practice of any individaal, but circumstances 
sometimes make such. litthke deviations ne- 
cessary. A stranger has arrived in the 
beighbourhoed, and the business of the 
week has prevented the attentions that hos- 
pitality dictates. It is one of our social 
duties to welcome the new comer, and what 
time is more proper for such good offices, 
than the anappropriated fragment ot a lei- 
sure day? Vhis familiar denomination is 
apphed by many religious professors to that 
day which the almighty Beg * blessed and 
hallowed,” and commanded his creatures to 
keep holy ! 

It is by no means uncommon to hear the 
head of a family declare, that he shall not 
have a leisure moment, uavil Sunday, wien 
he will think over the gibject in question 
and give his opinion; this is perhaps said 
in the presence of his children, who of 
course infer, that thoughts on worldly sub- 
jects are not among the prohibited occupa- 
tions of the Sabbath, «tis not altogether 
unusual tor members of the Christian church 
to give the sanction of their example to cer- 
tain «juestionable modes of filling up their 
facant hours on the day of rest. They 
rigorously enforce the observances of public 
worship, and perhaps assign a period for 
fog devotion ; but when these essential 

uties have been regularly performed, there 
is still some heavy time to dispose of, which

whence they flow. ‘The worldly man de- 
nies his belief in their existence ; the 
Christain asserts their pre-eminence over 
all earthly pleasures, and yet willingly ex- 
changes them for subordinate gratifications. 
He repeats periodically, **one day in thy 
courts is better than a thousand,” and yet tirat 
day passes more wearily with him, than a 
thousand ‘spent in the ‘tents of aagodiiness.” 
Christians should be rigid in their self-ex- 
aminatiots on this head, and if they find no 
pleasure in spiritaal communion with the 
most High, ou His own appointed season for 
such exercises, they niust take heed lest 
their faith be insufficient for their salvation, 
“Tf any man love me he will keep my com- 
mandments,” and “ my Father williove hiss, 
and we will come unto him, and abide with 
him.” Surely this gracious protnise should 
rouse us to a stricter observance of taose 
.gommandments which Fternal Wisdom has 
instituted as rules for our conduct, 

It might, perhaps, have a beneficial effect 
for the ministers of the Gospel to enforce 
frequently from the pulpit, a fall and perfect 
adherence to the fourth commafidment. It 
is true, that the general tenor of Sabbath 
discourses is calculated to awaken the heart 
to spiritual enjoyment ; but the too frequent 
indulgence of light thougtits and feelings 
after the sermon, disturbs the faint mpres- 
sion made by divine truth. Of the numbers 
who throng the temple on the Lord’s day, 
there are few who carry from its sacred 
precincts the lastiag fervours of devotion, 
or any abiding impression of the reality of 
holv things. Many who are scrupulous in 
their attendance on Divine worship, censid- 
er their religious obligations discharged by 
this conformity to the ways of righteousness. 
They hold all further exercises of the mind 
to be superfluous, and wonder at the “ fa- 
naticism”’ of these who seclude themselves 
with the Bible fora whole day. ‘To such
